Recently, in a conference in Bolivia 
on how the second (Yacuiba-Tr inidad) stage of the railroad 
would be built, representatives of the Argentine Economy 
Ministry withdrew the Argentine commitment to finance the 
second stage, to the consternation of Argentine Foreign 
Ministry representatives who had arrived at the conference 
set to honor their second-stage financial commitment. The 
financing problem was put off. Many Argentines feel that if 
the railroad, designed to ultimately connect Argentina to 
the Amazon basis, is not speedily completed, Brazil will 
step in and help the Bolivians build it. 
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
